Continuation of 3. NOTE: The proposed amendments don't solve 112 rejection issues. The specification still fails to support the limitation 
where a call is assigned to an agent computer system based on a number of calls that have been currently assigned to the agent 
computer system. However, if it is assumed this limitation was supported by the specification, it is not a novelty feature as discussed in 
the Final Office Action. Indeed, let's consider this situation. A call center receives an incoming call and determine which agent will 
receive the call. It is assumed both agent 1 and agent 2 are available and agent 1 has served 1 call and agent 2 has served 2 calls, For a 
common sense, it is believed the call is simply routed to agent 1 because agent 1 only served 1 call . 
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
